BRITISH DEMANDS YIELDED TO. . / 
St. Petersburg, Sept 16th.—Russia has given her answer to the Ameri- 
can and British notes on the subject of contraband of war. Her answer 
was communicated to the British Ambassador Harding this afternoon 
verbally by Foreign Minister Lamsdorff and bears out the prediction of 
subject by the Associated Press. The ambassador was informed, in effect, 
that according to the decision of the commission which has investigated the 
subject, the government has agreed to view as of a conditionally contraband 
character food staffs and fuel.and that supplementary insiructicns had 
been issued t) the Russian naval commanders and prize courts calling thei+ 
attention to the misregresentation which had been placed upon the prize 
regulations, These instructions, Sir Charles Harding was informed, make a 
clear disti: ction between the articles enumerated in article six of Russian 
prize court regulations and which are susceptable to du-| use, like fuel and 
foodstuffs, the assumption being that if they are addressed to private persons 
or firms in an enemy's port they are not intended for warlike purposes but 
their mmnocent character brings the subject to suspicion, if the ships papers 
and the circumstances ate irregu’ar. In effect ihe new instructions will place 


the barden of proof tha; the food stuffs, etc , are d-signed for belligerent pur- 


poses upon the captors. The new inscructions will involve a reversal cf the 
judgement of the Viadivestock prize court by the Admiralty court in the 


case of provi-ions confi-cated, A direct answer to the American note is ex- 


pected to-morrow. 


JAPS SIEGE WORKS COMPLETED. 


Chefoo, Sept. 17th.—A Jap who arrived here to-day reports that the 
citizens of Dalny on Sept. [5th expected that the general attack on Port 
Arthur would be,renewed on the following day. He has reliable informa- 
tion to the effect that the Japs siege works at Rih Lung Shan and Ki 
K wanshan were completed on Sept. 15th. Yankitung. which is a village at 
Pigeon Bay and has been occupied by the Russians, has been evacuated by 
them secretly. Japs have not occupied the village. Five hundred cavalry- 
men from Ta Lung Shan have not returned. It is believed that the fortress 


there has been completed. 


Gen. Kuroki’s headqua:ters in the field, Sept. 14th, via Fusan, Corea, 
Sept. 17th.—Tne Japanese front is now some miles north of Liao Yang, 
almost half way to Mukden and corfronting Gen. Kuropatkin’s outpost 
lines. Gen. Kuropatkin it is believed is removing his headqhariers to 
Harbin. Both armies are satisfied to suspend hostilities for a time. They 
are apparently exhausted after the battle of Liao Yang.

Mr Parker has veen in Duluth jor 
a numoer of years,and in that time 
a very large nhumober of settlers from 
Minuesota have seitted in the Ea- 
monton district. in his Duluth of- 
lice is a reading room where are on 
fyle copies of Western Canada pavers 
A very large number of people take 
advantage of the reading room and 
mucr good results. Durin the win- 
ier Mr. Parker makes a thorough 
tour of the Central States and de- 
livers. lectures on Western Canada, 
illustrating them by lantern views 
of the West. He ‘inds this is a 
most effective method of advertis- 
ing our resources, The farmers see 
conditions as the photographs show 
them and are convinced that the 
lecturer is not over-estimating whe 
natural resources or growth of the 
country. Mr. Parker has not been 
using views of Edmonton or North- 
ern Alberta, not having any. If the 
iocais authorities would furnish lan- 
tern slides which could be procured 
from our local photographers very 
reasonably, Mr. Parker would use 
ther. in his lectures to great advan- 
tage to this district. It would be 
necessary that a short terse explan- 
ation of the scene be written on the 
photograph, so that the audience 
could ‘see at a glance just what the 
scene was and what was of special 
mterest in connection with jt. For 
mstance the city of Winnipee is 
shown in a variety of large photo- 
graphs in the different stages ‘rom 
1870. to the present day.
